Th*’ schooner was 
flying the distress signal, the Greek 
flag at half mast, and when the British 
ship came alongside four men on the 
deck of the rakish < raft attempted to 
board 
the 
vessel 
Captain 
Phelan 
stopped them and demanded to know 
what was wanted. 
The captain of the 
schooner said they wanted to leave 
their schooner, which was 
disabled, 
but the captain of 
the Rowanmore 
could see the schooner was in good 
condition. 
T he leader of tho schoon­ 
er, the name of which could not be 
made out, then said he was short of 
food for ten men and Captain Phelan 
offered to send food without having
